Ahead of Last Year. 

The early spring and warm dry 
weather have placed’ the crops of 
the districts between two and thrée 
weeks ahead of last year, Outting 
should be general in a little over a 
fortnight’s time. The farmers dre 
confident of a good yield and the 
orders already “placed for binder 
twine with Lacombe merchants 
run well over the average of 2% 
pounds to. the acre. 

A ~drive ‘of twenty-five miles 
through the ceuntry south of La- 
combe to the Red ‘Deer and Blind- 
man river discloses magnificent 
fields of wheat, oats and barley. 
The wheat for the most part if fall 
wheat of the Red Fife and Preston 
varieties. Along the Canyon road, 
running south to the junction of 
the two rivers.-east of Lacombe, 
are some of the finest fields of 
wheat and oats yet inspected by 
the Bulletin. 

On the farm of Percy Switzer, 
three miles southeast of Lacombe, 
on the east side of the Canyon 
road, isa full stand of oats on 
breaking extending over one hun- 
dred acres which will probably 
yield close to one hundred bushels 
to the acre. The grain is tall and 
clean and excellently headed out. 
The crop is uniform over the en- 
tire field and @ better looking 
stand of oats would be hard to 
imagine. Mr. Switzer has twen- 
ty-five acres in crop with fall 
wheat which he expects will yield 
thirty-five bashels to the acre. 
On his farm there ig also a tive 
stand of barley covering many 
acres. 

Splendid fields of oats and bar- 
ley covering from fifty to one 
hundred acres are to be seen on 
either side of the Canyon road for 
8 distance of seven miles south, on 
the farms of Henry Langrock, J 
Hayden, A. Halsall, Harry Met- 
calf, George Storey, James Storey, 
aud John Henderson.

Mr. Urquhart 
knows the farmers for miles 
around. He has beenifteen years 
in Lacombe, Homesteading in the 
district in 1895 and farming for. 
several years. -Farmers who.come 
in from forty and fifty miles west 
tell of’ protnising conditions. 
“There is a greater acreage than 
last year and the average yield 
will be as good,” is the way Mr. 
Urqubart sums up the. situation. 

“Conditions were néver better 
in ten years,” is the’ pranounce- 
ment of the manager for one of 
the Lacombe banks, who prepares 
regular reports on the crops for his 
head office. 

The grain test plots on the La- 
combe Experimental Farm are in 
an ideal condition. Spring wheat 
has been raised with wonderful 
success. Plots were seeded with 
ten varieties at different dates. 
The same.kind of grain was sowed 
on March 30th, April 7, 14, 21 and 
28. These five seedings all look 
uniformly well. The varieties ex- 
perimented with are: Pringle’s 
Champion, Riga, an early wheat; 


Preston, Red Fife, White Fife, 
Marquis, Huron, Chelsea and 
Percy. The plots were seeded 


this year on an average from two 
to three weeks earlier than last 
year.

A Kind of Mixed. Farming That are aplied the whole’ neighbor- 


‘Does Not Pay. 


That portion of Alberta lying} . 
north of Carstairs is known as the 
mixed farming country; bat there/ 
is a variéty of mixed farming to 
be found in every part of the pro- 
vince that is by no means as profi- 
table as the genuine article when 
carried on in districts especially 
adapted to it. By thie is meant, 
that kind of farming that permits 
a splendid: grop of winter wheat to 
be disfigured and diminished ‘by 
rye; or a erop of red Fyfe wheat 
by oats, and a crop of oats by bar- 
dey.. Everywhere in Alberta this 
sort. of thing to be found. We 
feel safe in saying that two-thirds 
of the wheat and half of the oats 
grown in Alberta have their mar- 
ket value impaired each year by 
from lo to 2c per bushel, because 
the owners have adopted the wrong 
kind of mixed farming. 

This results in the loss of a 
large amount of money which it is 
easily within the farmers’ power 
to save. The seed fairs and insti- 
tute meetings have done much to 
induce farmers to improve their 
methods, but like all efforts at im- 
provement, progress ie slow. The 
man who goes before an audience 
and declaims about the stealage of 
lipe and terminal elevators is ap- 
plauded aod farmers rise in right- 
eous wrath and demand relief, but 
he who calls attention to the steal- 
age which results from weeds and 
the use of impure seed, for which 
the farmer is himself responsible, 
is able to arouse no-such emotions. 

It is important that the farmers 
demand that the goverament afford 
thear protection against fraud of 
all kinds. It is equally important 
that they exercise equal care to 
protect themselves. “If people

Why Farming Requires dsc, | 


Caloulating on the basis of the 


original ‘value of bis land, the’ far- 


mer is making money. -Caloula- 

ted on the current market price at 
which he.could withdraw his. in- 
vestmeritand put it in interest- 
bearing’ ‘Industrial securities, he is 
losing mouey every time the sea- 
sons revolve. In. many sections 
of the country farm values have 
doubled, even trebled, in the last 
generation, Land that has been 
worked on the basis caloulation of 
from $5 to $20 an acre, must in 
the future respond to acreage val- 
ues of from $75 to $200. The old 
generation, with its obsolete me- 
thods, which has persisted solely 
on the excuse of cheap land—or 
gift land—must give way before 
the new generation. The new- 
comer, the man who would estab- 
lish himself as a farmer today, has 
to meet the changed conditions, 
and it is to these conditions that 
the business of farming must re- 
spond. The question of fixed 
capital has come to stay. We are 
not yet out of our first generation 
as farmers on a grand scale. This 
first generation is taking ite hand 
from the plow, and those whe fal- 
low the pioneers either ‘through 
deed of sale or probate, must here- 
after reckon ipterest on invest- 
ment as an actual item of ooat, 
Farming as an industry is in ite 
transitional stage, and it is to 
meet the new conditions in a busi- 
nesslike way that experts have 
been giving their attention to the 
question of devising a system of 
cost accounting for the farmer.

The farmer seems to be always 
standing before an imaginary ele: 
vator. When be needs the cash 
and wauts to market his grain t 
elevator is going down and. whet 
the elevator takes a turn and is on 
the way to the top storey he fre- 
quently finds that he has disposed 
of his produce and has uo more to 
offer... 

This year bas been an exception 
to the rule. Oats at 18 and 20 
cents per bushel, as they were for 
months, had no attraction for the 
farmer... Rather than sell he 
would bold and if necessary keep 
his grain for winter feeding. Now 
he sees the wisdom of thie’in the 
sensational rise in the oat market. 
This week odte have gone up 25¢ 
per bushel. . Buyers are scourin 
the country to get oats at 40 cents 
per bushel but they can resell at 50 
cents at many points. Many far- 
mers in this district have several 
thousand bushels of oats in the 
granaries which can be turned in- 
to cash as soon as they are ready. 
One farmer in fact is reported to 
have 27,000 bushels which he has 
held through the period of depres. 
sion. Now the question is wheth- 
er to sell or hold for still higher 
price. 

The cause of the upward trend 
is the crop scare in the States and 
in many parts of western Canada. 
In many districtd there will be no 
crop to harvest as the fields are as 
dry and bare as ia the month of 
November. Tbe world needs graiit 
to carry it over until another har. 
vest even if it takes every kernel 
in the country to do it. Henoe 
the unfortunate farmer is not so 
much ghe one who has a crop fail. 
ure but the one who has not carried 
overafull granary from the re- 
cord.crop of last year.

The problem confronting ¢yery 
farmer and stockman in Alberta 
this year is that of providing 
roughage for the coming winter, 
Hay will not only be high. but 


very high. The timothy crop is 


light; straw ef all kinds with the 
exception of winter wheat is short. 
Every market that had to be sup: 
plied from Alberta in the past will 
look to Alberta again this year for 
feed, Besides this, other points 
which have produced enough to 
supply their own needs in previous 
years, or had feed to export will 
import largely during 1910 and 
1911; those sections which. have 
been favored with rain ean do 
much to supply them and it bv- 
hooves the farmers of thoge seo- 
tions to do their utmost to that 
end, and by so doing they will be 
well paid for their efforts. 

Every acre of grass land that 
can be mowed should be mowed. 
Iu driving through the country we 
see numerous places in which half 
a day’s brushing will” enable one 
to secure a ton or more of hay. 
There is no kind of farm work 
that will pay better this year than 
brushing out those places. 

An acre of early sown rye and 
used as a pasture will easily take 
the place of a ton of hay during 
the late fall and spring months 
and every farmer should sow at 
least a few acres.
